This occaſion'd a Divorce; but 
however, Jonathan, in a grateful 
Conſideration of the Service ſhe 
had done him by-bringing him in-

fition. The Marſhal was greatly 
enraged, and raſhly vow'd that he 
would expoſe Fonathan's Rogueries, 
and make hin; aſhamed to ſhew his 
Face. Fonathan defied him to do 
his worſt.

ſo eſtabliſh'd his Credit, that if he

When they came, if they agreed 


with his Propofals, they parted good 


Friends, but if they proved obſti- 
nate, and tho he had an Informa- 
tion againſt them, he would ſay, 
I have given you my Word that 7 
t ould come and go in Safety, an 
you ſhall—— But look to yourſelf, for 
evhen you ſee me again, you ſee an 
Enemy. 5 

Nor is it a Wonder that he ac- 
quired fo great an Aſcendency over 
them, when he was not only wil- 
Jing, but commonly able to keep his 
Word, whether'it was to hang em 
or ſave em. If they had follow'd 


his InftruEtions, they were ſure he - 


would not difturb em; and rho* 
tbey were apprehended by others, 
he ſeldom fail d of procuring their 
Diſcharge in a little Time. He 


commonly got them to be admitted 


Evidences, by pretending they were 
capable of making large Informa- 
tions againſt others, and in this 
'Caſe, if he found they 
ſufficiently provided with Particu- 
lars, he would furniſh them with 
rer Memorandums of his own. 
If by ſuch Means he could not pre- 


vent their coming to a Trial, he 
would ſome how contrive to keep 
the principal Witneſſes againſt them 


out of the way, at the Time when 
the Priſoners were call'd to the Bar, 


and then they would be diſcharg'd 
for want of Evidence. 


But on the other Hand, when any 
of his People preſum'd to be inde-

poſe of what they

conſulting him, and ſubmi ting to 
his Terms, or by any other Act of

of it. In ſuch a Caſe no Body 
could be ſo Vigilant as Jonathan, to 
bring the Oßknder to Juſtice, and 
as he was well acquainted with all 
their Places of Reſort, there was 
no ſuch Thing as efcaping his 
Hands. .

dient, he not only got the Reward 
allow ' d for convicting them, but 
eſtabliſhed his Authority over the 
others, and at the ſame Time ap- 
pear d to have ſome Pretence to 
the Character of being a ſerviceable 
Man to the Publick. 
- If ſome (who could make free 
with him) queſtion'd how he could 
carry on ſach a Trade of reſtoring 
olen Goods without being in a 
Confederacy with the Thieves: 
He would anſwer, I have, indeed, a 
large Acquaintance among fuch ſort 
of People, and when I hear that ſuch 
a Robbery has been committed ut 
ſuch a Time,” and that ſuch and 
ſuch Goods have been taken away, 
T ſend to enquire after the ſuſpected 
Perſons, and order Word to be left 


ar the moſt likely Place for them to 


bear of it, that if they will cauſe 
the Goods to be carried to fuch a 
Place, they ſpall receive ſuch 4 Re- 
ward, and no Queſtions ſhall be 
ask'd them.

They came accordingly: Wild in- 
ſiſted upon a conſiderable Reward, 
which they paid him, and then he 
bid them be ſure to attend the 
Prayers at Lincoln s-Inn Chappel 
the next Morning. They went 
thither at the Time appointed, were, 
mary Foe and pleas'd to find 
their Lady's Chair under the Piaz- 
za's of the Chapel, with the Seats and 
Furniture in the ſame Condition 
as when they loft it. 
On Saturday Night, March 31, 
1716, Mrs. Knap, a Widow Gen- 
tlewoman, and her Son, coming from 
Sadler's Wells, were attack'd in 
re e by five Footpads, and 
e was murder d. A large Re ward 
was offer d for diſcovering the Vil- 
lains. A little after this Murder, Tho- 
mas Middlethwaite, Eſq; was attack d 
in his Coach near the Pindar of Wake- 
feld by the ſame Rogues; but up- 
on his firing a Blunderbuſs and 
wounding one of them, they diſ- 
perſed without robbing him. 
Jonathan immediately made it his 
Buſineſs to find out the Murderers. 
By the Deſcription given him of

An Account of Burnworth and bis 
NET nets Companions. 


DW ARD BURNWORTH, 
alias Frazier, was about 23 
Years of Age at the Time of his 
Death. His Father, who was a 


Painter, put him Apprentice to a 


Buckle-makey in Grub. ſtreet; but 
neglecting his Maſter's Buſineſs, he 
ſpent a great deal of his Time in 
God el- playing and Wreſtling at 
the Ring in Moore fields, which was 
kept by one Frazier. Ned diſtin- 


acquired the Name of young Frazier, 
which he was not a little proud 
ol. From the Ring, he frequently 


went to the Muſick and Gaming- 


houſes, where he ſoon got ac- 
quainted with a Crew of Pick- 
pockets, Houſe-breakers and Street- 
Robbers, of whom the chicf were 
Jack Allen, Peter Levee, Bleawit, 
Dickenſon, Berry, Legee, Higgs, 
Marjorum, Fack Wilfon, Jack Bar- 
ton, and Kit Leonard. . | 
In July, 1723, he was convicted 
of ſtealing two Turkeys and ſome 
Table Linnen, for which he was 
whip'd. 3 7 
In December, 1723, with Levee 
and Allen, he robb'd Mr. Waſey in 
Lincoln's-Inn Fields, and ſeveral 
other Perſons Allen and Levee were 
taken.

before he died, he affirmed that he

"He own'd that he had been too 
much addicted to Devine, Whor- 
ing, and Coverouſneſs': But as to 
the Fact of _ he was convict- 
ed, he ſaid, he neither murder'd the 
Boy, nor ſo much as intended it, 
but only to give him due Correcti- 
on for his ill Practices in ſtealing 
Brandy and Rum out of the Lockers, 
and making” himſelf drunk. That 
one Night in particular, while he 
himſelf was a-Bed and a-ſleep in 
the Cabbin, the Boy came in and 
broke open a Locker, and drank a 
Pint of Rum, which ſo intoxicated 
him, that he befoul'd the Cabbin. 
And that for this, he was indeed 
tied to the Maft and whip'd. But 
as for dipping Bread in the Boy's 
Excrements, and thruſting it into 
his Mouth, and giving him a Glaſs 
of Piſs when he was Fecthleſs and 
at the Point of Death, the Priſo- 
ner ſaid they were both falſe ; for 
that it was not Piſs but Rum which 
he offer d him in a Glaſs, and that 
he did not thruſt the Excrement in- 
to the Boy's Mouth, but only put 
it to his Lips. | 

He faid it he had done all that 
the Witneſſes againſt him had ſworn, 
they themſelves muſt have been 


Rogues for not endeavouring to pre- 


vent him: That the Boy's Mother, 
who was a Woman of ill Nature, 
and indifferent Character, was the 
only Proſecutor; his Father, a 
Journeyman Blackſmith in Briſtol, 
having declared he would have no- 
thing to do in the Affair; and that 
the Mate and Sailors upon ſome 
Diſobligations and Differences had 
confederated to ruin him: Howe- 
ver he ſaid he freely forgave them. 


Two Days before his Execution 
be was taken very ill, which occa- 


very wea 
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ſion'd ſome to ſuſpe& that he had 


made uſe of Poiſon, in order t 

prevent his being made a publick 
Spectacle ; but upon being ask d the 
Queſtion, he anſwer'd, No, God for- 
bid that ſuch a wicked Purpoſe ſtould 


enter into my Heart. 


He declar'd that he had attain'd 


to ſuch a Reſignation and Contempt 


of all earthly Enjoyments, that were 
his Life to be prolonged, he ſhould 
eſteem the Pleaſure of this World 
but as the Dirt in the Streets : That 


he died in the Faith of Chrift, and 
| was an unworthy Member of the 


Church of England. | | 

On Friday, May 13, 1726, about 
Ten o'Clock in the Morning, he 
was brought out of Newgate in a 
Condition, and put in- 
to a Cart, in which he laid himſelf 
down, and ſo. was carried flowly 
thro' the Streets to Execution-Dock, 


where he ſeem'd to revive a little, 


to the great Joy of the Mob, who 
had been under ſome Fears that he 
would have died before he came 
thither. Being raiſed up in the 
Cart he ſat ſtill a little while, and 
then was carried on Men's Shoul- 
ders to the Scaffold, where he de- 


livered a Paper to Mr. Phillips the 


High-Conftable, and caſting his 
Eyes around, and perceiving no 
friendly Concern'in any one Coun- 
tenance, he threw himſelf upon his 
Back, and cover'd his Face with 
his Hat. In this Poſture he conti- 


nued all the Time the Miniſter was 


at Prayers, but repeated every 
Word after him with great earneſt- 
neſs. The People having Notice 
to get off the Scaffold, and the Mi- 
niſter taking Leave of him, he ap- 
peared in à violent Agony, diſco- 
vering the utmoſt Conſternation. He

The Paper which, a little be- 
fore his Execution, he deliver'd to 
the High-Conſtable, was read to 
the People at the Scaffold, and af- 
terwards given to Mr. Applebee, who 
printed it in his Journal of Saturday 
May 14, 1726. The Account that 
Jayne therein gave of himfelf, was 
to the Purpoſe following: :

He was born in Guernſey, of 
French Parents, who had been In- 
habitants in that Iſle from their 
Childhood.

- Fack was of a ſurly obſtinate 
Temper, and ſo ungove rnable even 
while he was but a Child, that his 
Father not knowing what elſe to 
do with him, ſent him to Sea with- 
out ſo much Learning as would en- 
able him to read tolerably. Thus 
illiterate and brutiſh as he was, he 
continued in the Sea-Service near 
20, Years, without being advanced 
above the Degree of a common 


Sailor.

The Account 
given here of the Felony, of which 
his Wife was convicted, is not only 
quite different from what ſhe con-

JETER BLUCK, of St. An- 
' dreqaus Holbourn, was indicted 
for the Murder of Aun Bluck, 
his Daughter, an Infant of five 
Years of Age; on the 19th of Fe- 
bruary, in the firſt Year of the 
Reign of his preſent Majeſty King 
George II. N 
The Priſoner being arraigned 
upon this Indictment, pleaded 
Guilty; but the Court being in- 


formed that he was not in his right 


Mind, and ſome Tokens of it ap- 
pearing in his Behaviour at the Bar, 


his Plea was rejected, and he was 


ſent back to Priſon. 
But being brought up again next 
Day, he pleaded not guilty, and 


thereupon the Court proceeded to 


examine the Witneſſes. 

Mr. Eiſb the Conſtable, I had 
heard that the Priſoner had been to 
enquire for me ; and the next Day 
going on another Occaſion to Jul- 
tice Newton's, I ſaw the Priſoner in 
the Juſtice's Entry. Being after- 
wards at a Houſe near St. Clements 
Church, I again heard that Enqui- 
ry was made for a Conſtable, and 
in a little Time the Priſoner came 
to me, and ſaid that his Conſcience 
accuſed him of a Murder, that he

On the 21ſt of 
bow the Priſoner came to me, and 
aid he had been at two Juſtices 
before, and that he was come to 
make a Confeſſion of a Murder he 
had committed. He ſeeming to be 
Melancholy, I asked him if he had 
not been ſick lately ; and he an- 
ſwered No. I took his Confeſſion. 
The Subſtance of it was this 
That on the 19th of February laſt 
was two Years, he having one Son 
and two Daughters, was afraid that 
the elder Children would uſe his 
little Daighter Ann Bluck. hardly, 
and therefore he took a flair-L ine, 
and making a Nooſe in it, tyed it 
up to the Canopy of the Bed, and 
put his Child (Aun Bluck's) Head 
into the Nooſe, and there let her 
hang for three quarters of an Hour; 
after which he cut her down, pre- 
tended that ſhe died of an Apople- 
tick Fit, and then ſent for an Apo- 
thecary. He added that he twice at- 
tempted to hang himſelf but was 
prevented; and once intended te 
poiſon himſelf, but his Heart failed 


him; and that his Conſcience 


trou- 


At that time he ſaid nothin 
the Child; but by his wa eing a- 


ubling him for the Murder of 
* Daughter, he had now confeſt 
it, that he might be braught. to 
lick Juſtice. 


EAuard Algern, Apothecary. I 
was for ſeveral Years an Apotheca- 
ry to the Priſoner's Family. About 
two Years and a half 25 I was 
ſent for by the Priſoner's Daughter 
who is now living, to come and ſee 
the "Child Ann Bluck, but when I 
went, the Child was dead.
